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COAL CONSUMPTION 
MUST BE REDUCED 
TO AVERT FAMINE 


Washington, December 12.—Reduc- 
tion in consuming alone can save the 
country from a coal famine, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield told 200 chairmen 
of war service committees named by 
various industries to co-operate with 
the government in its purchase of war 
supplies. 

The chairmen met here to organize 
and Dr. Garfield was one of several 
officials who outlined industrial prob- 
lems. 

Unless there is a concerted effort to- 
wards conservation, Dr. Garfield said, 
the coal supply will not meet the re- 
quirements of industry. War indus- 
| tries, he declared, will be given first 
consideration by fuel administration in 
distributing coal and others will have 
to suffer, though no list of non-essen- 
tials for which coal is to be denied will 
be made up. 
| Daniel Willard, chairman of the war 
industries board, declared there could 
be no “business as usual“ in war times 


The government, he said, will endeavor 
wherever possible to transform plants 
making non-essentials into munition 
factories.

The losses to British shipping by 
mine’ or submarine the previous week 
comprised sixteen merchantmen of 


1,600 toms or over and one under that 
tonnage.

Paris, December 12.—Former Premier 
Joseph Caillaux, who was absent from 
the chamber of deputies yesterday when 
authorization was asked by General 
Dubail, military governor of Paris, for 
proceedings against him following ac- 
cusations that he had been guilty of 
unpatriotic conduct, was in the house, 
flushed and agitated, when today’s ses- ' 
sion opened. The instant the reading of 
the minutes was concluded ‘he asked 
for the floor. 

„Had I been here yesterday,” he 
cried in his thin, shrill voice, I would 
have leaped to the platform of the 
house. I am here today and at an early 
date I will dissipate this cloud of gos- 
sip and will take occasion to explain 
to the chamber all my -policy before 
the war.” 

M. Caillaux was interrupted at the 
beginning of his remarks by a confu- 
sion of shouts, but upon the president 
requesting order the former premier 
finished his few sentences and left the 
chamber amid a murmur of conversa- 
tion.

British General, Allenby, 
Formally Enters the Holy 
City—Guards Placed About 
Holy Places. 


London, Decethber 12.—Premier 
Lloyd-George today announced in the 
house. of commons that General Allen- 
by, the British commander in Pales- 
tine, entered Jerusalem on foot on 
Tuesday. 

The premier said General Allenby’s 
proclamation insured maintenance and 
protection of all sacred buildings and 
holy places. 

General Allenby was well received 
by the populaton. 

Guards have been placed around the 
holy places, the premier said. The 
mosque of Omar has been placed under 
Mohammedan control. 

American and other military attaches 
entered Jerusalem with General Allen- 
by, the general reported today. 

An official statement announces that 
General Allenby, acknowledging the 
king’s congratulations, says the mes- 
sage was received by the general in 


Jerusalem on Tuesday. 

The British line northwest of Jeru- 
salem, midway between that city and 
Jaffa, has been advanced, General Al- 
lenby’s dispatches show, contingents of 
Ghurkas carrying tgs as far as 
the mouth of the Midieh. Fifty Turks 
were killed and ten taken prisoner. 
British airplanes bombed troops and 
transports in the vicinjty of Bireh 
with good results.

New York, December 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—-The Germans, following 
their heavy artillery preparations of 
recent days, have attempted to drive 
a wedge int the British line west of 
Cambrai, but, although they used 
numerically superior forces, their ef- 
forts brought they only a minor gain. 

The attack, launched between Bulle- 
court and Queant, was similar to that 
adopted by Crown Prince Rupprecht's 
troops when they pierced General 
Byng's front southwest of Cambrai 
nearly two weeks ago and Caused a 
retirement of the British on the salient 
General Byng previously had driven 
toward Cambrai.

British, however, held tenaciously to 
their ground, except at one point, where 
the enemy penetrated a front line po- 
sition. 

As in their previous attempt to wreck 
the Cambrai salient, the Germans lost 
rheawityin the enterprise, the “British 
mowing them down with machine gun 
and rifle fire in the fighting, which 
lasted from dawn until 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon. The spot chosen for the 
attack was similar, from a strategic 
standpoint, to that near Gonnelieu, 


where the offensive of a fortnight ago 


began, and had it succeeded, another 
retirement by the British on the Cam- 
brai sector probably Would have been 
necessary. 

Notwithstanding their failure, the 
Germans are keeping up an intensive 
bombardment of British and French 
positions all along the western front 
and daily are receiving additional re- 
inforcements in men and guns from the 
eastern theater. 


SNOW IS FALLING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


Snow is falling heavily in the moun- 
tains along the northern Italian front 
and optimism prevails among the Ital< 
ians that this will aid them definitely 
in holding the Awstro-Germans back 
from the Italian plain. Amid the first 
flurries of the storm on Tuesday the 
enemy resumed his attack among the 
hills and was rewarded by the cap- 
ture of several positions. Later, how- 
ever, the Italians in a counter attack 
regained their lost terrain, after which 
the artillery duels were resumed, but 
with less strength than previously had 
been shown.

brai) says the Reuter correspondent 
at the British headquarters in France. 
‘Their intention was to overwhelm their 
opponents by sheer weight of numbers.

O’clock in the afternoon, and the con- 
tinuance of firing after that suggested 
a British counter attack. 

Description of Battle. 

In his description of the battle the 
correspondent says: 

“What apparently was intended as a 
determined German attack upon the 
sector of our line east of Bullecourt 
was delivered shortly after dawn, and, 
Owing to the staunchness of our troops, 
was reduced to the limits of a very 
Small local success at the most. The 
spot the enemy chose was the elbow 
in the bend of our line between Bulle- 
court and Queant. 

“The Germans 


opened an intense 


bombardment as the first streaks of 4 


forsty dawn were paling the eastern 
sky. Our artillery promptly 
with a barrage put down between the 


opposing trenches, in order to catch 
any infantry advance. 

“Assaulting waves of Bavarian 
troops came over in close formation. 
it was the manifest intention to throw 
great pressure upon the front of the 
Attack and overpower the defenders if 
possible by sheer weight of numbers.” 


Fierce Fighting Ensued. 


“Pierce fighting ensued, but it is 
too early to get details since communi- 
cations are always difficult during en- 

agements. So far as I can gather, the 

ermans managed to get some sort of 
a footing in about 500 yards of our 
front line trenches before their at- 
tack was arrested. 

“The artillery duel continued until 
about 1:30 o’clock, when it died down, 
but the constant rattle of machine guns 
suggested that some fighting was still 
in progress, and it is quite possible that 
we are counter attacking. 

“This is really all there is to tell. 
It seems reasonable to believe that the 
Germans failed in their project, what- 
ever it was, since the extent of their 
gain was so small and so indefinite in 
point of tactical achievement that it is 
difficult to regard it as representing | 
any complete scheme of operations. 

“The weather remains fine and dry, 
so that open warfare is still — 1 
at a time of the year when normally 
both sides would be settied into winter 
quarters.” 

British Official Report. 

London, December 12.—The German 
attack this morning east‘of Bullecourt 
Was repulsed by the British except at 
one point, according to Field Marshal 
Haig’s report tonight. The Germans 
suffered heavy losses, many dead being 
left behind on their retirement. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“This morning the enemy delivered 
a strong local attack on the front about 
a mile from Bullecourt. On the right 
of the position attacked the enemy suc- 
ceeded in entering a short length of 
front trench which formed a salient in 
our line and had been demolished by the 
bombardment preceding the attack. 

“At all other points the attack was 
repulsed with heavy loss to the enemy, 
many of whose dead are lying in our 
wire. A number of prisoners were 
captured. 

“The enemy’s artillery has been ac- 
tive during the se 4 in the area of his 
attack and has shown some activity 
south of Lens and in the neighborhood 
of Armentieres and Messines.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


Paris, December 12.—German parties 
felt out the French lines at points 
northwest of Rheims last night, ac- 
cording to today's war office announce- 
ment: No activity of importance else- 
where is reported, although there was 
artillery fighting of some liveliness in 
the Verdun region, where also a Ger- 
man raid was attempted. The state- 
ment reads: 


“Northwest of Rheims several enemy | 


attempts upon our small posts were 
repulsed by our fire. There was some- 
what lively artillery activity on both 
banks of the Meuse (Verdun region). 
North of Hill 344 an enemy raiding 
party was driven off. 
“The night was calm 
else.”

CAILLAUX ACCUSED 
OF AIDING GERMANY

18, 1916, and in it M. Caillaux wrote, as 
the document is quoted, that it was nec- 
essary for him to meet Bolo, as they 
had many things to talk of that could 
not be mentioned in a letter. 

General Dubail, after quoting these 
letters, remarks that tne correspond- 
ence continued in identical tone after 
Bolo had been accused of high treason 
and the entire press had announced the 
institution of the judicial inquiry. 

General Dubail says the sympathy of 
Caillaux “extended itself moreover to 
all the entourage of Miguel Almereyda 
(eidtor of The Bonnet Rouge, who died 
in prison last August). 

“In this house of The Bonnet Rouge, 
where the safes were full of German 
money, Caillaux counted friends,“ says 
General Dubail “He was in friendly 
correspondence with Jacques Landau (a 
reporter of The Bonnet Rouge), and he 
aided by gifts the founding of La 
Tranchee Republicaine. He received at 
his home at Mamers, M. Duval, direc- 
tor of The Bonnet Rouge, M. Marion, 
director of The Courier Viticole, M. 
Landau and M. Goldsky (all of whom 
were connected with The Bonnet Rouge 
scandal). The whole band came from 
Paris in an automobile to visit him.“ 


Caillaux’s Propaganda in Rome. 


General Dubail deals with what he 
calls the “criminal propaganda” of M. 
Caillaux in Rome last December dur- 
ing which in conversations in various 
circles sometimes with persons of con- 
siderable importance M. Caillaux is de- 
scribed as saying Premier Briand was 
on the eve of a fall and would be doubt- 
less replaced by Clemenceau, who could 
remain in power by intensifying the 
war; that France would be quickly ex- 
ge by a fresh military effort and 

at she could not sustain the fight 
beyond the spring of 1917; that at this 
tragic hour he (Caillaux) would take 
power and sign the peace. It would be 
necessary for Italy to make a separate 
peace with Germany. 

„The world will be astonished by the 
advantages in these conditions Germany 
will be able to give to Italy and to 
France because all the costs of the 
war must be paid by Russia and the 
Balkans,” M. Caillaux is quoted as say- 


ng. 

Further along General Dubail at- 
tributed to Cailaux in conversations at 
Rome the following statement: 

“As soon as peace is signed, France 
will conclude a treaty of alliance with 
Germany. Italy and Spain against Eng- 
land and Russia which are our veritable 
enemies.” 

The arraignment continues: “One may 
divine the deep emotion and anguish 
which such proposals made in political, 
diplomatic and military circles in Italy. 
Camille Barrere, our ambassador, Ad- 
miral de Saint Pair, our naval attache, 
and Major Noblemaire, our military at- 
tache, all reported Caillaux’s proceed- 
ings to the French government. 

“There was the same emotion at the 
consulta as at the French embassy, 
and the question was raised as to 
whether he should be forcibly expelled, 
to put an end to a scandal of such a 
nature as to affect the mutual confi- 
dence of the two allied armies.” 

The military governor’s representa- 
tion to Premier Clemenceau concludes: 

“From all the facts set forth there 


charge Joseph Caillaux with having 
during the present war prosecuted the 
destruction of our alliance in the course 
of military action as well as seconded 
the progress of the arms of the enemy 
—crimes provided against by articles 
76 to 79 inclusive of the penal code and 
articles 205 and 64 of the code of mili- 
tary justice.” 


Death Penalty Possible. 


Louis Loustalot, member of the 
French Chamber from Landes, who, with 
Joseph Caillaux, the former premier, 
is the subject of requests for authoriza- 
tion of proceedings, it is understood, 
is charged with having relations with 
the enemy. M. Caillaux is accused un- 
der articles 76, 77, 78 and 79 of the 
penal code, condemning to death any 
one conspiring or having dealings with 
foreign powers or their agents, engag- 
ing them to commit hostilities or to 
make war against France, or conspir- 
ing with enemies to weaken the fideli- 
ty of officers, soldiers and sailors.

Recorder John- 
son’s alternative of “work in the stock- 
ade or out of it” had its effect and sev- 
eral factories that had been short of 
man power were able to hire several 
Wednesday. . 

A canvass made Wednesday indicates 
that there is a shortage of help in a 
majority of Atlanta’s industrial houses 
and on the railroads, as well as on the 
farms in the surrounding country. The 
shortage commenced with the exodus 
of thousands of negroes to the north 
last spring; it was increased by the 
enlistment of thousands of young men 
in the army and it is now being ac- 
centuated by the increased demands 
made on business of all kinds. 

Manufacturers Ae Bitter. 

Manufacturers who have been forced 
to let numbers of their employees go 
into the army and who even gave up 
their sons to serve Uncle Sam; are bit- 
ter in their denunciation of the slack- 
ers and ne'er-do-wells. 

These business men say that the 
government has been conserving food, 
coal, wool and other resources, but, 
except for the draft, it has made no 
effort to conserve the country's man- 
power. The matter will be discussed 
at the next regular meeting of the 
chamber of commerce and it is prob- 
able some plan will be evolved that will 
force all slackers to do their share of 
the world’s work. 

The city of Baltimore, Md., recently 
adopted the plan of registering all un- 
employed men. Following the regis- 
tration, all men who were out of work 
were given jobs, either in some fac- 
tory, railroad, steel plant or on the 
county highways. Local business men 
may recommend the adoption of some 
such plan for Atlanta.

The primary condition is that a reg- 
istrant desiring to enlist present to 
the recruiting officer a certificate from 
his local board to the effect that his 
class and order number are so low 
that he is not within the current quota 
of his local board: 

The following opportunities under 
this provision will still be open for 
registrants after December 15, which 
date automatically shuts off further 
enlistment of registrants in the army: 

Branches Still Open. 

The navy is open to registrants of 
any occupation. 

The marine corps is open to regis- 
trants of any occupation. 

The enlisted reserve corps of the 
medical department is open to medical 
students, hospital internes, dentists, 
dental students, veterinarians or vet- 
erinary students. 

The enlisted reserve conps of the 
engineer department is open to stu- 
dents of approved technical engineer- 
ing schools listed in the war depart- 
ment. 

The signal enlisted reserve corps, 
aviation section, is open to candidates 
for commissions as flyers, observers 
and *halloonists. 

Any registrant, at any time, regard- 
less of classification and order num- 
ber, may be commissioned in the army 
navy or marine corps, or appointed 
an army field clerk. 

Successful application, with proper 
compliance to the rules set forth in 
the selective service regulations, places 
such a registrant in class five, or the 
discard class, insofar as his liability to 
call under the selective service law is 
concerned. 

The following is section 151 of the

If the grocers who have been sell- 
in sugar for 12% cents a pound cash 
to customers, who carry it home, do 
not refund 2% cents on each pound so 
sold, they are going to get into trou- 
ble with the government, according to

They may charge 11 cents a pound 
where they deliver the sugar, but they 
are not permitted to charge more than 
10 cents where the customer pays cash 
and carries the purchase himself.

Loyal to Allies, Will Suffer 
Few Restrictions. 


Washington, December 12.—Austro- 
Hungarian subjects in the United 
States, most of the million or more of 
whom are laborers and are loyal to 
the allied war cause, will suffer few 
restrictions as a result of war between 
the lands of their birth and adop- 
tion. 

In a proclamation declaring a state 
of war with Austria-Hungary in ac- 
cordance with the act of congress, 
President Wilson specified that unnat- 
uralized Austro-Hungarians, unlike the 
Germans in this country, should be free 
to live and travel anywhere, except 
that they may not enter or leave the 
United States without permission and 
those suspected of enemy activity may 
be interned. They need not register, are 
not barred from the 100-yard zones 
about piers, docks and warehouses and 
are not required to leave the District 
of Columbia. 

The president’s motive in drawing 
distinctions between Germans and Aus- 
trians were described as two-fold. First, 
it was realized that the sympathy of 
Hungarians, Rumanians, Poles, Serb- 
lans, Czechs, Slovacs and other im- 
migrants generally is not with Aus- 
tria-Hungary and they have not been 
guilty of the multiform campaign of 
violence practiced under the German 
war system. Secondly, such a large 
proportion of laborers are Austrian sub- 
jects that it was found practically im- 
possible to administer against them 
the rigid regulations imposed on the 
Germans. 

The department of justice even aban- 
doned its former plans to register Aus- 
trians and Germans because of the im- 
mensity of the task and the admin- 
istration’s determination to minimize 
embarrassment to Austrians. 

As an indication of the president’s 
difference in feeling toward subjects of 
the dual monarchy ‘it was pointed out 
that nowhere in the proclamation did 
he use the phrase “alien enemies,” as 
was done in previous proclamations re- 
ferring to Germans. 

Gregory Explains Proclamation. 

Attorney General Gregory explained 
the proclamation in this statement: 

“The proclamation issued by the 
president téday proclaims a state of 


war existing between this country and 
Austria-Hungary, calls upon all citizens 
to perform their duty, warns subjects 
of enemy to conform to our laws and 
enjoins upon American citizens the 
duty of treating subjects of the enemy 
who remain loyal to the United States 
with all such friendliness as may be 
compatible with loyalty and allegiance 
to the United States. 

‘This proclamation differs from the 
preceding proclamation, relating to the 
subjects of the German empire, in that, 
while it authorizes the arrest and in- 
ternment of any subjects of the dual 
empire whose conduct may be a menace 
to the safety of the country, the only 
restrictions which it contains are pro- 
hibitions against either entering or 
2 | the United States without first 
obtaining permission.

London, December 12.—Reports of 
fighting at Mohilev, Russian general 
headquarters, between troops newly 
arrived there and the Bolsheviki gar- 
rison were received in Petrograd Mon- 
day, according to the correspondent 
of The Times in the Russian capital. 
It is also reported that’ shock battal- 
ions and Cossacks advancing on Mohi- 
lev clashed with the Bolsheviki, who 
were defeated. 

The fighting at Tamanovka, accord- 
ing to the Reuter dispatch from Petro- 
grad, appears to have been between 
detachments of anti-Bolsheviki shock 
battalions and local troops, assisted by 
sailors, red guards, infantry and ar- 
mored cars sent from Petrograd, and 
troops from Kharkov.

Legal advisory boards have no 
such functiona Their primary duties are 
to advise registrants and ald registrants in 
making proper and truthful answers to 
questions and securing such supporting affi- 
davits as may be required n particular 
classes or cases, boards must apply 
to adjutants general for advice and interpre- 
tations under section 25. The foregoing is 
not intended to prevent legal advisory boards 
from assisting local boards in every pos- 
sible manner, but their advice or interpreta- 
tion is not binding upon boards.

report, submitted teday to congress. 
Other recommendations suggest that 
the commission's powers of obtaining 
information be broadened to authorize 
requirement of reports from individu- 
als engaged in commerce, as well as 
corporations; that information gath- 
ered by temporary semi-official organi- 


zations, such as the Council of National 

fense, including all correspondence, 
be ordered preserved; that trade asso- 
clation files should be made public 
records; that investigation of foreign 
trade conditions be made to permit 
proper measures with regard to Ameri- 
can industria] organization now and 
when peace is concluded; that the Webb 
bill to eliminate associations for ex- 


herman law be passed, and that the 
salary limitation of 33,000 a year be re- 
moved from the commission’s expert 
employees. 

Declaration of war has not lessened 
either the number or importance of the 
complaints made to the commission of 
unfair competition, but on the contrary. 
the number of complaints has in- 
creased. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, a total of 102 complaints were 
disposed of without formal proceedings, 
leaving 191 complaints still under in- 
vestigation. Applications for remedial 
procedure by the commission showed a 
decrease from the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1916. In nine cases during 
the last year, the commission issued 
formal complaints, and in four the mat- 
ter was disposed of by the issuance 
of orders to cease and desist. . 

Besides regulative functions, the 
commission has been engaged in eco- 
nomic investigations, the most impor- 
tant of which concerned the news print 
paper, gasoline and coal industries. At 
the request of the president, the com- 
mission has undertaken extensive in- 
quiries into industries en war 
supplies to the government and infor- 
matlon thus obtained is being used as 
a basis for government contracts. 

Necessity for Price Fixing. 

Regarding the necessity for govern- 
mental price fixing, the report says: 

“The experience of this government 
in the question of fixin — is one 
that has been carefully followed by the 
commission, which has furnished ex- 
tensive data for this purpose to the 
fuel administration and to the war in- 
dustries board. The commission has 
also had under consideration the ex- 
perience of other countries in this mat- 
ter, and particularly England and her 
colonies, France, and other allies. It 
is convinced that price-fixing by au- 
thority of law will have to be extended 
to other products than food and fuel, 
and that such authority is preferably 
exercised by a temporary administra- 
tive body. In particular it is“ of the 
opinion that such price-fixing power 


with respect to the iron and steel in- 
dustry, for which a bill has already 
been introduced in the senate. Equally 
important, in its opinion, with the fix- 
ing of reasonable es is the regula- 
ot the .distributton of the raw 
materials and intermédiate products in 
and of the distri- 
bution of the final products to the con- 
sumer. In this connection also should 
be considered the question whether 
bona fide contracts made prior to the 
passage of a price-fixing law should be 
allowed to be enforced, This commis- 
sion is of the opinion that the exact 
merits of the proposition might differ 
somewhat in different industries. With 
respect to the iron and steel industry, 
however, it believes that the greatest 
public advantage would be attained by 
not allowing such contracts to be ful- 
filled, at least over long Periods of 
time. In the case of coal, it is the opin- 
ion of the commisison that the contin- 
ued fulfillment of long-term bona fide 
contracts of sale made prior to the en- 
actment of the law would militate 
against the most suecessful operation 
of price-fixing by the government.” 

he need of a comprehensive investi- 
ation of trade associations, according 
to the report, has been developed from 
the commission’s other inquiries. Lack 
of adequate trade information has been 
found to be one of the chief obstacles 
in any acess ss to the operation of 
natural competitive forces, and where 
trade associations collect such informa- 
tion, it was discovered that temptation 
frequently results to control prices ar- 
tificially and the channels of distribu- 
tion. blicity of trade association 
files, it is urged, would extend the 
knowledge of demand and supply and 
help to prevent abnormal fluctuations 
in prices, as well as tend to curb asso- 
ciation activities of objectionable char- 
acter. 

Economic investigations.during the 
year have been made into the news 
print paper, book print paper, petrole- 
um, beet sugar, flag, lumber, anthra- 
cite coal and bituminous coal indus- 
tries. Results of the inquiries were 
made public as completed, but the com- 
mission takes, occasion in the report 
to point out at the passage of time 
has confirmed the correctness of its de- 
ductions from the coal investigation 
that the delay in the movement of cars 
is what is limiting the output of the 
mines. 

Coal Situation a Menace. 

“Tn the absence of sufficient reforma- 
tion in the use of rolling stock the 
coal situation in this country will con- 
tinue to increase in its menace: to the 
public welfare,” the report adds. 

Opportunity also is taken to rectify 
a misapprehension which the commis- 
sion found to exist regarding a para- 
graph in its coal report, which said: 

* atever measure of success has 
marked the efforts of the commission 
with relation to anthracite coal has 
been largely because the car supply 
has been inadequate by reason of the 
close corporate relation between rail 
transportation and anthracite produc- 
tion. Quite the contrary condition ex- 
ists with relation to bituminous and 
rail transportation and with relation 
to wares transportation as to Doth kinds 
of coal.” 

This statement, the report says, has 
been misconstrued to mean that a close 
corporate relation between coal mining 
companies and transportation agencies 
is desirable. The report continues: 

“On the contrary, the commission 
was seeking simply to show that if 
sufficient interest is present, transpor- 
tation facilities in existence can be 
made adequately to care for stimu- 
lated production. The speedy move- 
ment of- coal by interested transpor- 
tation co anies was pointed out to

HOGS AS FOOD SAVERS. 


Experts employed by the University of 
California engaged in a scientific investiga- 
tion of the food conservation problem have 
figured that pork equivalent to 1 per cent 
of the entire food supply consumed in the 
state of California might be produced by 
feeding to swine foodstuffs that now find 


their way into the garbage incinerators or 
the dumps. 

To facilitate the gathering of data, which 
led to the foregoing conclusion, the univer- 
sity maintained a garbage-collection route in 
the city of Oakland. It was discovered, ac- 
cording tothe experts’ report, that the refuse 
from nineteen families on this route con- 
tained enough food material suitable for 
hogs to average five pounds for each person, 
or 21 pounds per family each week. This 
means, according to the report, that “the 
available hog feed now burned up in the 
Berkeley incinerator alone would produce 
1,500 pounds of pork a day, or the equivalent 
of all the food needed for the 361 youths 
drafted from Berkeley, and 100 university 
students besides.” 

The notoriously wasteful American public 
unquestionably has made remarkable strides 
in the direction of kitchen economy and 
waste avoidance in many other lines since 
the war began and the demand for food 
conservation became acute, but it is idle to 
presume that we have much more than just 
begun to stop the leaks leading from the 
cupboard to the garbage destructor. And 
such findings as this university has made 
warrant more than passing consideration by 
the federal government, and that of every 
municipality in the nation.

Oakland is only an average city, and 
there the prevailing conditions with regard 
to food supply, consumption and waste prob- 
ably differ in no material respect from those 
prevailing in any other average American 
municipality; and if those conservation ex- 
perts’ conclusions are justified by habits and 
practices common in Oakland it is only fair 
to assume that they would apply with equal 
justification elsewhere,

general investigation, with a view to invok- 
ing correction wherever it may be needed, 
for the American people just now cannot 
afford to waste a pound of ‘material of pork- 
making potentialities. 1

their return fire was almost netzlwle. Shell 
after shell was sent into the Sharnhorst and 
goon her masts and funnels went over the 
Side. A little later she sank with her whole 
cloud of smoke and 
steam. 

In ͤ the meantime, the Gneisenau was in 
a Very bad way; the upper deck of the 
vessel had been shot to pieces by the ter- 
rific English fire. Nearly every man on 


@uns were silenced, and one turret had been 
|} hurled bodily overboard by the explosion of 
a 12-inch lydite shell. Both of the ship’s 
engines had been reduced to junk, and a fire 
| was roaring in the aft part of the vessel. 
Finally the ship plunged to the bottom, 
scattering the sea with men and wreckage. 

The English flung lines and buoys to the 
survivors and all available boats were low- 
ered. About one hundred and fifty Ger- 
mans were rescued. The rescue of these 
men fllustrated the ignorance of the Hun 
mind regarding England and her sea tradi- 
tions. When the Germans were lifted aboard 
they expected to be shot, and showed joy 
and amazement when they were accorded 
humane treatment. 

In the meantime the British cruiser Glas- 
gow was chasing the German cruiser Leipzig. 
The Leipzig was badly riddled by shell fire, 
but fought on bravely for a number of hours. 
Eventually the vessel succumbed to the ter- 
rific punishment and went down. Ne of- 
ficers and seven men were rescued by the 
Glasgow. 

Another stirring combat of the sea took 
place between the English cruiser Kent and 
the German cruiser Nurnberg. The Nurn- 
berg was a faster ship than the Kent, but 
the captain of the British ship appealed to 
the engineers and the stokers to do all in 
their power to catch the Boche. They 
responded splendidly until the Kent was 
humming at the rate of 25 knots, more than 
a knot faster than her supposed maximum 
speed. Soon the enemy got within range of 
the English guns, and shells began to ex- 
plode thick and fast about her. The Nurn- 
berg was quickly in flames, but her gun- 
ners bravely continued firing until the ship 
began sinking. As the German boat sank 
below the surface some brave men on her 
quarter deck were waving the German en- 
sign. 

The men of the Kent hunted zealously for 
survivors, but the water was so rough and 
cold that only ten Germans were saved. 
Four of these died. Of the German squad- 
ron, but two ships, the Prinz Eitel Freder- 
ich and the Dresden, succeeded in making 
their escape. The Prinz Eitel Frederich 
finally came to the end of her tether and 
put into an American port, where she in- 
terned, and was later confiscated by the 
United States government when this country 
entered the war. The Dresden was cap- 
tured by the Kent and Glasgow at Juan 
Fernandez. She hauled down her colors aft- 
er a few minutes of sharp action.

posed. The reason is that as a rule the 
older English factories are hideous and in- 
sanitary, and the old type of English farm is 
the most characteristic part of the beauti- 
ful English landscape. from Surrey to Som- 
erset. 

In the last year I have been through 
several hundred English factorfes, many of 
them then in the process of conversion from 
the old type to the new. The ancient part 
of the building would be dark, reeking, ill- 
arranged though solidly built structure, with 
no conveniences for the workers, no ade- 
quate stairways, a few windows put in 4s 
if by courtesy, and no facilities for manu- 
facturing. By that I mean no scientific 
arrangement. The raw material might be 
coming in at the front door. It would then 
require to be shifted upstairs to the first 
process; then down two flights; then round 
to the back; then up again, and finally out 
by the front door again as the finished prod- 
uct, 

Up-te-Date Buildings New Used. 

Side by side with this would be a war- 
addition, perhaps of structural concrete, with 
the walls all windows, light and airy. In 
this section an American would feel at home 
again; the walls would be clean, the elec- 
tric power well distributed, the stairs broad, 
the elevators adequate. Here the material 
would come in at one end, would be auto- 


descend without one trans-shipment and 
without a single wasted movement, to the 
finishing room on the ground floor, from 
which it would roll right out to the con- 
venient railway siding. 

All the new factories have been built on 
this latter model, and the hundred-odd mu- 
nition factories which the government pos- 
sesses or controls will set the type for in- 
dustrial construction after the war. Light, 
clean buildings, conveniently divided off 
into bays, giving every opportunity for say- 
ing of labor will become the rule in England 
after the war. A result of this will be that 
old buildings will be serapped or renovated, 
and in the process the hideous workmen's 
dwellings which have clugtered round the 
factories and disfigured industrial England 
will be destroyed. 

Hundreds of wide-awake firms have al- 
ready moved to suburbs of the manufac- 
turing towns or have made reservations of 
place. The huge extension of industry, com- 
pelling the laying down of railway sidings 


and the extension of electric power will make 


it possible for factories to continue their 

work far from the centers of population, 

and at the same time the extension of tram- 

lines made necessary by war will allow 

the workers to return easily to the cities at 
night. Many small villages have already 

been built and more are planned for this 

very purpose. 

Industrial Upheaval Has Goed Results. 

The general result of this industrial up- 
heaval is considered by specialists in English 
Inciden- 
tally, any American who knows how to plan 
the new type of factory, show or store can 
find plenty to do in England after the war 
is over. 0 

The case of the farm is exactly opposite. 
English farms are all divided off by hedges 
or stone fences, and the green and yellow 
and purple patches of alternating pasture, 
sown and untilled land are a feature of the 
landscape. The area taken up by the hedges 
alone is very great; an English farmer usual- 
ly leaves five to ten feet of his land untilled 
by the roadside and keeps great trees grow- 
ing there, so that the shaded area is also 
lost to him. But apart from the necessity 
of using every scrap of land, another force 
As at work. The motor tractor cannot be | 
employed to its full capacity in the limited 
dimensions of a hedged field, The mere 
waste of time in making the turns, the 
amount of ground necessarily left imperfect- 
ly plowed, are both making it imperative 
for the farmer to uproot his hedges and de- 
stroy his stone fences. If his farm con- 
gists of some twenty small plots, he may 
have as many as fifty separate hedges to 
consider. The experts who are teaching him 
already to use the motor tractor are protest- 
ing against the wasted energy, And al- 
ready the hedges are beginning to go. 

‘ Borrowing French Style. 

An example is being taken from France, 
which has no hedges, Dut terraces the land 
instead, so that one section is @ little high- 
er than the other. The advantage of such 
a scheme in a country full of slopes, roll- 
ing downs and the like, is that the lower 
segments of the farm are properly irrigated: 
In such a case the tractor can be made to 
work more easily, but essentially it remains 
best fitted for work on long level lines, like 
our prairies. Whether the manufacturers 
of tractors will make any modification pbet- 
ter adapted to English needs is still a ques- 
tion; but it may be ald that no British- 
made tractor has, up to this time, managed 
to compete steadily with the American 
makes. 

Tractors and other mechanical appliances 
are already to be seen at work in some of 
the western counties of England, but not to 
any great extent. The English farmer is 
naturally conservative and is deeply rooted 
in the soil. Especially the great landowner 
who lives on his estates and directs. their 
cultivation, is known te be so much attached 
to the appearance of his lands that the rev- 
olutionary necessity of uprooting hig cher- 


ished hedges will be very bitter to him. Only 


direct compulsion, such as may be admin- 
istered by the government, will bring about 
the result. This should be kept in mind by 
Americans who are thinking of bringing 
new agricultural devices to England. The 
area available for cultivation is undoubtedly 
growing and will continue to grow. But the

Bright's disease? No. It is usually a mere 
fatigue pain in the muscles of the back. 

We have taken the pains to list the 
actual conditions observed in a consécutive 
| Series of cases in which the chief complaint 
of the patient was “kidney trouble.” This 
list may prove interesting for those who 
‘blithely condemn the kidneys on the frailest 
circumstantial evidence, 

In the sertes there were thirty-eight 
cases, Twelve of them had perfectly nor- 
mal kidneys and no disturbance of the kid- 
ney function.

In 
re twelve cases the cause of the backache 

was fatigue from working in a stooping 
posture and from heavy lifting. A brief rest 
from work or a change .of occupation for 
a few days brought complete relief. 

In ten cases the cause of the backache 
was either ptosis (sagging) of abdominal 
organs er constipation or mild colitis from 
faulty diet and the abuse of cathartics, 

In seven cases the “kidney trouble” 
proved to be a symptom of bad postural 
habit—‘static backache” from pronated feet 


| women wearing hideous pointed, out-toeing 
shoes with narrow high heels), or from a 
Slouchy or slumped posture in sitting at 
work, or from wrongly built chairs, or from 
sleeping on the back in a bed with sagging 
springs and mattress. 

In two cases the backache was caused 
by relaxed sacro-iliac joint and immediately 
relieved by the application of a stout wide 
Pelvic girdle of two layers of adhesive 
Plaster. 

In one case, in a man of sixty-three, the 
“kidney trouble,” for which the poer fel- 
low had swallowed all kinds of “kidn rem- 
edies,” proved to be a chronic arthritis of 
the lower spine. 

The remaining six cases were instances 
of backache as a symptom of the onset of 
infectious disease. 

When actual kidney trouble, that is, 
Bright's disease (nephritis) develops, the 
symptoms generally fail to make the victim 
suspect the kidneys, but rather create sus- 
Picion of the nerves, the stomach, the 
weather, the climate or something equally 
innocent. - 

It is true that certain kidney affections 
will produce intense pain in the back, the 
groin or the lower abdomen, such affections 
as stone in the kidney, abscess of the kid- 
ney. But this pain is on one side of the 
body only, and not in both sides of the back.

Keloid, or Excessive Sear. 
Two years ago I applied (a mustard oil 
} nostrum) to my chest for the relief of a 
heavy cold. It blistered severely. The 
blisters healed very slowly. Now there are 
two large lumps like heaped up scars, which 
seem to have roots or tentacles extending 
out and drawing constantly on the surround- 
ing skin, so that I suffer much pain. Can 
anything be done for this? A doctor who 
examined me said an operation was the 
only relief he knew, but that the scars 
might return as bad as before. (B. W.) 

ANSWER—Keloid, hypertrophic or ever- 
grown scar tissue. It is difficult to cure. 
X-ray treatment has preved successful in 
many cases, though the thorough excision 
of the keloid followed by some X-ray treat- 
ments is better, as a rule. a 

The Treatment of “Company.” 

Our little girl caught company in schoo! 
three weeks ago, and I am desperate 1 
have done everything but cut her, hair, and 
you have said that it is never justifiable 
to cut a girl's hair for any reason whatever. 
The nits remain in spite of everything. Can 
you advise an effective remedy? (Mrs. R) 

ANSWER—Pour over the scalp in quan- 
tity sufficient to cover it without overflow 
on face equal parts of crude petroleum (not 
kerosene oil) and Balsam of Peru. Rub in 
with a piece of white flannel. In twelve 
hours the lice are destroyed and the ova 
(nits) rendered incapable of developing into 
lice. Follow by a thorough soap and water 


shampoo, after which a small amount of 

sterile vaseline or fresh castor oil may be 

gently applied to scalp. To remove nits 

adhering to hairs, vinegar or dilute acetic 

acid may be used on a cloth through which 

the hair strands are repeatedly drawn.

namely, those who have been se- 
1 „ sent to camp and accepted, and 
registrants whom your board has reported 
as deserters. 

Local boards shall not draw red ink lines 
through names of registrants who have en- 
listed in some branch of the service, not- 
withstanding such enlistment may be per- 
sonally known to members of the boards, or 
may have been proved during previous ex- 
amination of registrant. Questionnaires 
must be sent to all such persons and their 
rights protected by exercise of authority 
of Section 93 and by procedure prescribed 
in Section 131. Status of enlistment cannot 
be presumed to continue, as many enlisted 
men have been discharged for one cause or 
another. Boards cannot act upon any pre- 
sumption of death, insanity, enlistment or 
any other matter, but all sueh must appear 
to the satisfaction of boards as to each reg- 
istrant, in conformity with regulations. 

All exemptions and discharges heretofore 
granted, whether permanent, temporary or 
conditional, and whether known by term 
“furlough,” or any other term, are abso- 
lutely revoked as of December 15, and all 
registrants heretofore exempted, discharged 
or furloughed shall be carried on classifica- 
tion list, mailed questionalres and classi- 
fied, beginning December 15 without waiting 
for expiration of period of previous exemp- 
tion, discharge or furlough, so called. 


Names of Deserters. 

By December 15 the .office of the 
adjutant general will have supplied lo- 
cal boards with the names of deserters. 

The adjutant general's office advises 
that any local boards which have in 
their possession any registration cards 
lately received should forward them at 
once to the adjutant general, to be 
given serial numbers and then to be 
returned to the local board for order 
numbers and transfer to the classifica- 
tion list. a 


DESCRIBED BY SURVIVOR 


Washington, December 
the American destroyer Jacob Jones, 
as told by Lieutenant J. F. Richards, 
Was made public today by the navy 
department.

“Guns were manned immediately, but 
no submarine was sighted and the ves- 
sel began to settle by the stern. 


Whale boats which were got out cap- 
sized. The motor sailer could not be 
got out. A wherry and motor dor 
managed to escape safely. Three life 
raf ts floated clear. 

“The vessel sank at 4:29 p. m. Depth 
charges aboard exploded, apparently 
blowing off the stern of the ship. 

“No survivors, except those on the 
boats and life rafts, were found after a 
thorough search, Lieutenant Richards 
said. After seevnteen hours in the wa- 
ter the men on the rafts were picked 
up by a British ship. 

“The submarine, which was seen 
after the Jacob Jones sank, appeared 
to be about 150 feet in length, with 
three-inch gun forward and two peri- 
scopes.”

Crushers’ Association i 
Fixing Maximum Price 
Means. Much to Georgia 
Farmers. 


One million dollars a year will be 
saved to the farmers of Georgia by the 
action of the Georgia Seed Crushers’ 
association, taken at the joint meeting 
of that body with the Alabama Seed 
Crushers Wednesday, when the mem- 
bers of the two associations voted to 
take $6 a ton off the price of cotton 
seed meal. The following is a copy 
of the resolution adopted: 

Resolved, First, that the price of cotton 
seed meal for feeding purposes be the same 
in Alabama as in Georgia. 

We agree first? The milis of Georgia and 
Alabama will not charge in excess of $47.50 
per ton for 36 per cent cotton seed meal in 
carload lots of thirty tons or more for feed- 
ing purposes. 

We agree, second, that we will not charge 
In excess of $50.00 per ton for less than 
30-ton carload shipments of 36 per cent 
protein cotton seed meal. 

We agree to charge not in excess of $1.00 
for each per cent of protein above 36 per 
cent, that is for 38 per cent meal we agree 
to sell for feeding purposes at $49.50 per 
ton in carload lots of thirty tons, and 
should we produce meal containing a higher 
percentage of protein than 38 per cent, our 
price will be increased by $1.00 for each 
per cent of protein.

The kaiser is a member of the 
Protestant Evangelical church, Accord- 
ing to the religious census of Germany 
made in 1910 there were in the empire 
$5,231,104 Evangelical Protestants, 20,- 
327,913 Roman Catholics, 6,472 Greek 
Orthodox, 203,678 Christians belonging 
to other confessions, 586,948 Jews, 11,597 
members of other sects and 6,938 un- 
classed, Almost two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation belong to the Evangelical 
church and rather more than one-third 
to the Catholic church, the actual fig- 
ures being: Evangelical Protestants, 
62.5; Roman Catholics, 36.1; Dissenters 
and others, .043, and Jews, 1.0.

When General Bell emphasized the re- 
quest that our men fm the army learn 
to sing their marohing songs together, 
‘as do the soldiers of those countries 

where they have been trained to it, he 

unintentionally opened another way to 
us all of doing our bit.“ 

As a peeple, Americans, we know, 
have never had the habit of singing to- 
| gether; Dut the boys have taken amaz- 
ingly to the musical feature developed 
in the camps, and our eyes are opened 

to what might have been done in or- 
dinary times, and must be done now 
and forthwith-—-we must become a sing- 
ing people at home. 

Of lack of musical culture we peo- 
ple of the south are accused, but never 
of want of patriotism. What section 
of the United States is more patriotic? 
And Atlanta will take second place 
to no community anywhere. Yet we 
have to recognize that the boys we 
send into the ranks have not been ac- 
customed to singing in the home cir- 
cle, in groups, where they take their 
pleasures, the club, the outing—of so- 
cial life the custom of singing together 
has never been a part. 

To whose door is this to be laid? 
Let everyone answer that for himself 
or hereelf. And then register a re- 
solve that no longer shall this con- 
dition exist: if our boys, mustered right 
out of the comforts of home, can sing 
in the rigors of winter camp, and go 
singing into the unspeakable trenches, 
we can cheer them on with singing. 


When the head of the army asks for 
music to tnepire the brave men who 


have offered themselves a sacrifice for 


their country, then the men and women 
and boys and girls at home will lend 
their voices, around the piano in the 
evening. in every place where groups 
are met together, or in public gather- 
ing. Outside of schools where can a 
company be found where everyone 
present can sing “America” to the fin- 
ish? And it is startling to notice how 
weak “The Star Spangled Banner” be- 
comes after the first verse. 


But this will no longer de. It its 
doing our “dit” to sing, and sing we 
will. The youth of this land will not 
come up short, as has the young man- 
hood just now trying to set itself right 
with this shortage. There will be no 
‘more wars—pray heaven!—but we will 
have a fitter manhood physically for 
whatever comes, remembering that the 
habit of singing conduces to self-con- 
trol; that, on an average, those who 
sing do more with less expenditure of 
energy than those who have not the 
habit; and that, as all the world knows, 
singers are not the prey to colds and 
poor digestion that others are. And, 
best of all, next to having tried in this 
one more way to do our “bit,” whén 
cur boys come singing back, we wil 
meet them with singing—#ongs of vie- 
tory and praise for the victor. And out 
of the harvest of war that we must 
reap, not least of the good—for there 
must be good—will be that America 
has become a singing nation. 

Sing! Let us sing! Whoever we are.

Senate Committee Ques- 
tions General Crozier, Who 
Admits Shortage and 
Gives Reasons — Crozier’s 
Answers Do Not Satisfy. 


Washington, December 12.—Delays 
and deficiencies in supplying the war 
army with ordnance were detailed and 
explained today by Major General Cro- 
zier, chief of ordnance, to the senate 
military committee at the beginning of 
the general inquiry planned by con- 
gress into condtict of the war. 

The initial hearing was public and 
will be continued tomorrow with Gen- 
eral,Crozies on the stand. Later execu- 
tive sessions will be held for discus- 
sion of subjects involving military se- 
crets. 

That there is a shortage of ordnance 
at home for training purposes, General 
Crozier admitted, but he said there is 
no shortage “on the other side,” and 
will be none. It has been possible, he 
said, to purchase English and French 
artillery for use in Europe, and he pre- 
dicted that by next summer the prin- 
cipal shortages for training purposes 
would be met. 

Alleged Reasons for Delay. _ 

Delays in supplying ordnance, Gen- 
eral Crozier explained, have been due 
to several causes, including time taken 
for appropriations by congress and la- 
bor difficulties in private plants. He 
said there is no shortage of skilled 
munition labor in this country, and told 
of a plan to retain euch labor which 
may be submitted to congress. 

Contracts for ordnance let on the 
“cost plus a percentage profit” plan, the 
general declared, have been economical 
for the government 

General Crozier said an obstacle 
in the early work was that the 
military policy defined in the na- 
tional defense act of 1916 con- 
templated a force of one million 
men to be raised in five years. 

It is apparent,” he said, “that the 
original program did not contemplate 
our participation in the war. We com- 
pressed the five-year program into 
one year, when it immediately became 
apparent that the one-million program 
would not do.” 

Thought and Talked. 

Senator Wadsworth asked if any 

precautionary steps were taken before 


the war declaration. 

“There was a. good deal of thinking 
and discussion done,” said the general. 
“We prepared for sudden expansion 
and did all we could. 

“We have been kept back by shift- 
ing of labor by men changing employ- 
ment so often, attracted by higher 
wages or living conditions. England 
has a law prohibiting men from leav- 
ing munition plants without permis- 
sion. We should require legislation 
to accomplish that. I don’t find an 
actual shortage. of munition labor 
needed in this country. We haven't 
taken men into the military service 
to create a shortage.” 

Will the American army be able to 
supply itself with sufficient artillery?” 
asked Senator Reed. 

“The indications are that we will be 
able, with the assistance of England 
and France,” General Crozier replied. 
“We are short of artillery for training

OHIO GOVERNOR BENT 
ON WARMING PEOPLE 


Cox Defies U. S. Fuel Admin- 
istrator to Get Coal to 
Sufferers. 


Columbus, Ohio, December 12.—Gover- 
nor Cox went over the heads of federal 
fuel administration officials today and 
has taken the Ohio coal shortage prob- 
lem in his own hands. The first move 
was to order solid train loads of coal 
assembled and sent immediately to 
points fm the state most seriously in 


need of fuel. | 
The order is directly contrary to in- 
structions of F. C. Baird, federal fuel 
administrator, in charge of the lakes 
coal pool, Cleveland, who refused by 
long distance telephone to sanction 


such action. 

Governor James M. Cox tonight 
branded the agitation for coal for the 
northwest, while Ohio “literally was 
being starved to death, % as an “un- 
speakable outrage,’ declaring he has 
discovered it was a move to enable coal 
operators to get prices higher than 
those fixed by President Wilson under 
the fuel control law. 

Distribution of the coal today was 
begun through the county fuel admin- 
istration committees under plans dic- 
tated by Governor Cox, 

Ohio railroads joined in with Gov- 
ernor Cox and consented to move the 
coal, as directed by 2 through J. B. 
Dugan, chief inspector of the state pub- 
lic utilities commission.
